ASR lights up 
“First Night” 


National AIA Liability 
Committee announces 
changes to commended 
program 


What can architects do to make their 
ideas heard? This young architect has 
joined the BSA’s Architects for Social 
Responsibility Task Force where his ideas 
have been turned into actions in a matter 
of months. The ASR’s commitment to the 
promotion of world peace and reversal of 
disproportionate weapons expenditures is 
a worthy cause. The projects conceived by 
the dedicated ASR team transform this 
commitment to a poetic reality. Last May, 
a strategy for a Peace Neckless for 
Boston was born. This Fall, we are design- 
ing a new bead for the Peace Neckless. 
The event is the “Lantern on the 
Common” project for First Night. Coor- 
dinated with Oasis Studio, the ASR is 
transforming the Parkman Bandstand into 
the largest lantern the Common has seen. 
It will radiate light along the malls, like a 
beacon, summoning attention to it from 
those caught by it. We are striving to 
make the event memorable through public 
procession, action and reflection. 


The focal Lantern will have a decorated 
sheathing of colorful scrims, masking 
shadowy figures inside. Leading up to the 
Lantern are the seven paths (spokes) of 
the Railroad Wheel, lined with lanterns 
made by school children. One challenge 
that we have set for ourselves is to get 
the public to light these lanterns. Posted 
at both ends of each path will be gate- 
ways designed by local architecture firms. 
We need 28 designed markers (fourteen if 
architecture firms design pairs) to place at 
each end of the seven paths. This is 
where your efforts are needed — to 
design and build gateways. One idea is to 
represent the seven continents at each 
path — big idea. Another idea is simplic- 
ity — a pair of posts with a lintel. We are 
open to your interpretations and solicit 
your contributions. Call us if you have an 
interest. We can assist you in installing 
your work.

A major responsibility of the AIA is to 
monitor and keep the membership advised 
of developments in the CNA/Victor O. 
Schinnerer & Co., Inc. Professional Liabil- 
ity Program, which the AIA has commend- 
ed to its members since 1957. 


The AIA reports that among the good 
news is the continuation of the recent 
trend of fewer claims being reported for 
every 100 firms insured by CNA. For 1986, 
the latest year for which the AIA has 
credible statistics, the decrease is signifi- 
cant — from 42.3 claims per 100 insured 
firms in 1983 to 34.2 claims per 100 in- 
sured firms in 1986. This downturn in 
claims frequency can be credited primar- 
ily, according to the AIA, to architects’ 
increased awareness of liability-related 
issues and effective loss-prevention 
measures. 


The reduced frequency of claims has 
allowed CNA and Schinnerer to implement 
AIA requests to reward firms for good loss 
experience, for continuous coverage with 
the program and for implementing loss- 
prevention measures. Major program en- 
hancements announced recently are ex- 
pected to be available in most states in 
the very near future. In addition, there will 
be no rate increase in 1988 for the second 
consecutive year. 


A 5% premium credit for the first 
$1,000,000 of coverage will be introduced 
for smaller- and medium-sized firms that 
have a favorable loss experience and that 
place special emphasis on loss-prevention 
and quality-control measures. Five meas- 
ures have been identified as indicators of 
commitment to loss prevention. These in- 
clude: (1) using Standard Documents, (2) 
maintaining in-house quality-control pro- 
grams, (3) participating in continuing 
education programs, (4) attending Schin- 
nerer’s loss-prevention programs, and (5) 
using MasterSpec. 


To receive credit, a firm has to take three 
of the five measures. By allowing selec- 
tion of three among the five measures, a 
firm can incorporate those that best fit its 
own business objectives. This system is 
specifically designed to recognize that 
quality-control and loss-prevention meas- 
ures should be established by the profes- 
sion and its individual firms and not by in- 
surance companies. 


Another major program development is 
CNA’s agreement to implement changes 


related to claims-management and assign- 
ment of defense counsel. In response to 
specific requests from the AIA, CNA has 
expanded the number of law firms avail- 
able to represent A/E insureds in profes- 
sional liability claims. Another major 
change allows insured firms with deduc- 
tibles of $150,000 and greater to have 
more direct involvement in the selection of 
the attorney to represent them and more 
direct control of the handling of claims 
that fall within their policy deductible. 


At the request of the AIA, CNA/ 
Schinnerer has been surveying architects 
with closed claims to gather information 
that can be used by AIA members to help 
prevent future claims.

“Twentieth-century physics has been the 
great adventure of the mind. But the in- 
fluence of modern physics on architecture 
has hardly begun. Architecture is slow to 
receive the new, especially when it is 
dangerous .. . If these young architects 
are to be truly creative, they have to be 
somewhat audacious, go beyond the con- 
ventional, take the initiative rather than 
follow the direction of some client who is 
usually conservative by nature ... We 
should let our architecture tell us how to 
live ... To do it the other way around, to 
instruct our architecture as to how we 
want to live, results at best in material 
security.” — Pratt’s Lebbeus Woods 
(OMNI, 7/78) 


“It was very important to see how well 
[the Japanese] build within a modern 
industrial context, [Bloomingdale’s Julian 
Tomschin] says. Western architects nor- 
mally submit detailed plans to the con- 
tractor and then depart, rarely to be seen 
on the building site again. But Japanese 
plans are surprisingly simple. Architects 
will take up residence at the site, involving 
themselves with all details of the con- 
struction process. They manage to 
achieve a level of detail unusual by U.S. 
standards, he insists. It’s curiously more 
of a craft in Japan.” — from “New

There seems to be a trend set by developers 

who, financing their entire projects, are unable 
to pay their architect's fees until the construc- 
tion, and consequently construction financing, 
is begun. | recently had a client inform me that 
10% of my entire fee would be held back by 

the bank until the construction was completed. 


In a recent article in A/E Marketing Journal, 
the author [says] architects should not expect 
retainers on projects but should assume some 
of the risk for the project. My first thought is 
that I'd be happy to assume some of the risk 
if in fact | could reap an equal percentage of 
the reward. As it is, | feel | take considerable 
risk with a very small percentage of reward 
(profit). Perhaps the AIA should consider a dif- 
ferent type of contract which takes into ac- 
count this risk/reward relationship. 


My second thought on all this is that it’s not 
really a developer/architect problem but a 
lender/banker problem. My sense is that lend- 
ing institutions are not aware or concerned 
with the upfront work that architects do on 
projects, and consequently have not set up a 
lending policy which provides for this service. 
Perhaps it may be in the architect's best in- 
terest to have the AIA/BSA meet with the lend- 
ing institutions to make our position clearer 
and encourage providing upfront monies for 
developers for some of the start-up costs they 
incur, including architects’ fees ... Food for 
thought from an architect who is tired of 
fighting with her clients to get paid.

On Thursday, November 3 at 6:00 p.m., in 
Room 10-250 at MIT, Pliny Fisk, III, Director of 
the Center for Maximum Potential Building 
Systems in Austin, Texas, will speak on 
Design for Sustainability. Mr. Fisk holds 
Master's degrees in both Architecture and 
Landscape Architecture from the University of 
Pennsylvania, where he studied with lan 
McHarg. Fisk’s work and that of the Center, a 
non-profit research and development corpora- 
tion, bridges the disciplines of ecological land- 
planning and architecture. With projects in 
several areas of the U.S., the Caribbean and 
Central America, the Center capitalizes on a 
region’s indigenous building materials and 
local skills to create culturally relevant 
designs. Earthen and other indigenous 
materials, such as caliche, flyash and rice 
husk ash cement, are tested in the Center's 
laboratory and have been used in the con- 
struction of housing and schools. A recent 
project, just now starting construction, is a 
demonstration farm for Texas Agricultural 
Commissioner Jim Hightower. The Center's 
work is inventive, but not re-inventive. To find 
information applicable to a particular region, 
and to enhance global information sharing 
practices, a pilot program, drawing on readily 
available computer hardware, has enabled the 
Center to identify patterns of global 
geographic regions, or “biomes”. . .

Case 
studies will be presented and discussion will 
be on implications of sustainability for design.
